To authorize the conveyance of property owned by the state of Missouri in St. Louis

2. The commissioner of administration shall set the terms and
conditions for the sale as the commissioner deems reasonable. Such
terms and conditions may include, but not be limited to, the number of
appraisals required, the time, place, and terms of the sale.

3. The attorney general shall approve the form of the instrument

of conveyance.
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Section A. Because immediate action is necessary, section 1 of this act is
deemed necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health, welfare,
peace and safety, and is hereby declared to be an emergency act within the

meaning of the constitution, and section 1 of this act shall be in full force and
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effect upon its passage and approval.
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
